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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argued that Sakauchi in view of Yamashita does not disclose each span in a protection virtual path having a working line and a 
protection line, wherein the method comprises monitoring a failure condition in the working line and switching to a protection line when 
detecting a failure condition in the working line. However, Sakauchi discloses a protection virtual path (fig. 2, alternate virtual path) 
having several spans. Yamashita discloses a span having a working line and a protection line (figs. 4-5). The motivation for the 
combination is to have redundant point-to-point links for fault tolerance (Yamashita, col. 3, lines 61-63). Therefore, the combination of 
Sakauchi in view of Yamashita provides for a span having a working link and a protection link, and when the working link and the 
protection link of a span fail, switching to a protection virtual path, monitoring a fault in a working link of a span in the protection virtual 
path and switching to a protection line for the span in the protection virtual path when detecting a faulure in the working link.
